All lands not sold to be subject to private 
entry at not less than S1.25 per acre. 


2d. The proceeds of the lands to be in-

General Ord or General Longstreet have 
probably misunderstood what I said to the 
former on the subject, or I may have fail- 
ed to make myself understood, possibly. 
A few days before the interview between 
Generals Longstreet and Ord, Iliad receiv- 
ed a dispatch from General Hoffman, Com- 
missary General of Prisoners, stating in 
substance that all prisoners of war who 
.were or had been in close confinement or 
irons, -whether under charges or senten- 
ces, had been ordered to City Point for 
exchange. I forwarded the substance of 
that dispatch to Lieutenant Colonel Mul- 
ford, Assistant Agent of Exchange, and 
prasumcd it probable he had communi- 
cated it to Colonel
